Vital  Statistics 


No  comment  is  called  for  in  the  year’s  figures,  which  remain 
remarkably  constant. 


Infectious  Diseases 


The  main  outbreak  in  1967  was  measles,  as  could  be  forecast.  With 
a  satisfactory  vaccine  now  available,  one  hopes  to  see  the  regular  measles 
epidemics  become  less  widespread  and  eventually  a  thing  of  the  past. 


Environmental  Health 


Mr  pollution  in  a  rural  area  should  not  be  a  matter  for  concern. 
However  members  are  aware  of  some  notable  contributors  to  this  pollution 
-  the  brickworks.  The  imminent  rise  of  a  new  city  in  North  Bucks  is 
another  possible  source  in  the  future  unless  adequate  steps  are  taken 
early.  Little  research  has  been  done  on  the  effects  of  pollution  from 
brickworks,  and  the  results  of  surveys  undertaken  are  of  limited  value. 
Consequently  no  real  pressure  can  be  put  on  the  brick  companies  to  reduce 
the  pollution  until  adequate  data  is  available.  At  present  the  industry 
is  exempt  from  requirements  of  the  Clean  Mr  Act  and  falls  under  the 
control  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate. 


Continued 


Proposals  are  in  hand  for  the  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution 
and  the  results  should  prove  useful  when  measurements  have  been  taken 
for  a  lengthy  period.  The  immediate  need  is  to  create  Smoke  Controlled 
ureas  to  ensure  that  the  new  city  produces  the  minimum  amount  of  pollution 
from  the  beginning.  Areas  surrounding  the  city  should  co-operate  in  a 
like  fashion,  Bletchley  has  accepted  this  responsibility  and  are  going 
ahead  with  a  programme  of  control. 


Health  Edu c ati on 


Among  the  main  topics  publicised  this  year  was  ’’Prevention  of 
Cancer".  This  was  linked  with  the  start  of  L.H. A. Cervical  Cytology  clinics 
in  North  Bucks.  These  Clinics,  together  with  the  service  provided  by 
general  Practitioners  should  enable  all  women  in  the  "high  risk"  groups 
to  undergo  testing.

(A)  WATER  (Continued) 

The  total  number  of  residential  properties  is  5513  being  5372 
houses,  99  houses  and  shops,  and  42  licensed  premises,  of  which  5468  are 
supplied  with  -water  from  the  public  mains.  In  addition  the  village  of 
Tyringham  (26  dwellings)  has  it's  own  private  supply  laid  on  to  each 
property. 

Several  outlying  farms  and  cottages  also  have  their  own  private 
supply  laid  on  for  all  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Unfortunately 
records  are  not  available  to  show  how  many  of  the  properties  are  supplied 
from  the  boards  main  by  standpipe,  but  this  is  known  to  be  only  a  relatively 
small  number.  The  population  in  the  Aural  District  is  14,890  and  the 
estimated  population  supplied  with  main  water  from  the  Public  Main  is  14768. 

Total  consumption  for  the  whole  district  for  all  purposes  for  the 
year  1967  from  Olney  and  Birchmoor  Sources  (Tyringham  being  privately  owned 
and  not  measured) :

Sampling  of  water  supplies  for  routine  bacteriorlogical  examination 
has  been  continued  during  the  year  in  respect  of:- 

Birchmore  Supply  -  Normally  sampled  at  Sherington.  This  forms  part  of 
Bucks  Water  Board  supply  and  has  proved  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

Weston  Underwood  Supply  -  Sampled  at  the  top  end  of  Olney  or  in  Weston 
Underwood.  Again  forms  part  of  the  Bucks  Water  Board  Supply  and  has  proved 
completely  satisfactory. 

Raven stone  Mill  Supply  -  This  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  May  due 
to  the  water  being  supplied  in  an  unchlorinated  form.  This  was  rectified 
and  has  since  been  satisfactory. 

Tyringham  Private  Supply  -  Water  proved  satisfactory  on  every  occasion 
it  was  sampled. 

Stoke  Goldington  Supply  -  This  supply  has  been  sampled  frequently  throughout 
the  year  and  has  on  only  two  occasions  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Hand 
chlorination  is  still  being  carried  out  as  a  daily  routine.

<B)  SMERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Existing  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Since  the  last  report,  the  Woburn  Sands  relief  sewerage  scheme  has 
been  completed. 

All  the  existing  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping  stations 
in  the  various  villages  have  been  effectively  maintained  during  the  year 
and  the  standard  of  effluent  has  been  generally  good. 

Proposed  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  VJorks 

The  Council  are  now  considering,  or  already  have  issued  instructions 
in  respect  of  the  following  schemes 

Walton  (Wavendon  Road),  Little  Brickhill,  Moulsoe, 

Newton  Blossomville  and  Clifton  Reynes 

The  report  on  the  scheme  to  provide  major  foul  and  surface  water 
sewers  and  to  reconstruct  the  present  Sewage  Disposal  VJorks  at  Olney 
which  is  to  be  expanded  over  the  next  few  years  has  been  received.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  new  trunk  surface  water  and  foul  relief  sewer 
will  be  laid  in  the  northern  part  of  the  town  during  1963. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

In  addition  two  collections  of  bulky  refuse  have  also  been  made  from 
each  village  during  the  same  period,  in  order  to  secure  the  removal  of 
all  large  items  of  junk  and  rubbish. 

The  pilot  scheme  on  the  introduction  of  a  paper  sack  system  of 
collection  is  now  in  operation  and  several  large  Estate  Developers  have 
already  provided  sack  holders  instead  of  dustbins  on  their  new  estates. 

At  the  centralised  tip  at  Stoke  Goldington,  controlled  tipping 
has  continued.  For  a  period  of  six  months  the  Council  also  received  the 
whole  of  the  refuse  from  Bletchley. 

The  Council  have  taken  immediate  steps  to  implement  the  provisions 
of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967.  In  particular  they  have  provided  a 
site  for  the  deposit  of  domestic  refuse  outside  normal  working  hours, 
with  more  extensive  arrangements  to  receive  trade  refuse  at  the  tip  on 
a  rechargeable  basis,  and  also  established  a  scheme  for  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  abandoned  and  obsolete  motor  cars. 

Pail  and  Cesspool  Emptying 

The  weekly  pail  and  quarterly  cesspool  emptying  service  has  been 
regularly  maintained.  Where  public  sewers  have  been  provided,  the  Council 
have  now  withdrawn  this  free  emptying  service,  as  they  consider  that  every 
property  should  be  connected  thereto.

Representations : 

During  the  year  45  representations  were  made,  42  of  them  ivere 
determined  and  the  remainder  have  been  carried  over  for  action  in  1963.  There 
were  28  demolition  orders  and  8  closing  orders  made.  The  Council  purchased  4 
properties  in  lieu  of  demolition  orders  being  made  and  one  property  was  demolished 
by  informal  action.

SECTION  G  (CONT'D) 


D .  FOOD  HYGIH'JE  (Continued) 


There  are  69  premises  retailing  ice-cream  in  the  District,  these  have  been 
included  under  the  relevant  headings  above. 

All  licensed  premises  have  been  inspected  including  cellars,  as  well  as 
all  dairies  and  ice-cream  premises. 

All  food  shops  display  notices  requesting  customers  not  to  bring  dogs 
into  their  store. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regs.  1966 

Arising  from  the  introduction  of  these  Regulations,  a  survey  was  made 
throughout  the  area  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  mobile  trading.  All  food 
premises  were  visited  and  the  new  Regulations  explained  to  the  occupiers. 

As  far  as  practicable,  all  vehicles  operating  xvlthin  the  District  were 
inspected  and  the  owners  advised  on  the  effect  of  the  new  Regulations, 

A  total  of  31  mobile  traders  are  known  to  be  operating  in  the  Rural 
District  and  of  this  total,  9  operate  from  premises  within  the  Rural  District. 

Initially  5  vehicles  operating  from  premises  within  the  area  failed  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations  in  all  respects  and  the  deficiencies  were  remedied 
very  quickly.  If  deficiencies  were  noted  in  vehicles  operating  from  premises 
outside  the  Rural  District,  the  appropriate  Local  Authority  was  notified. 

Tliis  procedure  was  agreed  prior  to  the  Regulations  coming  into  force  and  has 
proved  very  effective. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  trader  was  discovered  and  the  vehicle  did  not 
comply  with  the  Regulations.  It  was  also  found  that  the  premises  from  which 
the  vehicle  operated  and  the  food  storage  premises  fell  far  below  the 
requirements  of  the  i960  Regulations.  The  occupier  ceased  trading  when  he 
learned  the  extent  of  the  works  required  to  comply  with  all  the  Rood  Hygiene 
Regulations. 

The  stalls  at  Olney  Market  all  comply  with  the  Regulations  in  full. 

In  addition  to  the  weekly  visit  to  Olney  Market,  2?6  inspections  of 
vehicles  were  made  during  the  year. 


E.  INFECTIOUS  PI  LEASE 
Salmonella  lyphimurium 

There  was  a  single  family  outbreak  involving  the  father  and  three  children, 
the  mother  remained  immune.  The  original  case  was  a  girl  of  9  years  who  had 
been  discharged  from  hospital  following  an  appendix  operation.  Unfortunately 
she  infected  her  father  and  the  other  two  children,  despite  precautions  having 
been  taken.  One  of  the  secondary  cases  proved  difficult  to  clear  and  three 
months  elapsed  before  negative  faecal  specimens  could  be  obtained,  and  then 
only  after  hospital  treatment. 
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A  suspected  case  was  notified,  the  patient  being  a  food  handler.  All 
the  four  persons  working  in  the  food  shop  submitted  specimens,  but  all  proved 
negative. 

Faecal  specimens  from  two  contacts  who  were  food  handlers  were  submitted, 
but  salmonella  typhimurium  was  not  isolated  in  either  instance, 

Sonne  Dys entry 

A  family  of  five  returned  from  holiday  to  a  dairy  farm  suspected  to 
be  suffering  from  Sonne  bysentry.  Specimens  submitted  from  all  five  proved 
negative. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  check  up  on  newly  arrived 
immigrants  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  that  they  were  registered  with  the 
Doctor  and  properly  housed. 


F.  LICENCES  AND  REGISTRATIONS 

The  following  Licences  are  controlled  from  the  Rural  District  Council 
Offices  at  Newport  Pagnell: 

Animal  Boarding  establishments;  Slaughterhouses;  Slaughtermen ; 
Caravan  Sites;  Petroleum;  Game  Dealers. 

In  addition  the  following  are  registered: 

Milk  Retailers;  Ice  Cream  Premises  &  Premises  Manufacturing  Sausages  1  Preserved 
Food;  Factories;  Scrap  Metal  Dealers;  Offices,  Shops  1  Railway  Premises;  Market 
Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles. 


G.  PETROLEUM 


The  number  of  Licences  issued  throughout  the  year  was  66  and  where 
petrol  tanks  had  been  installed  for  twenty  years  these  were  tested  accordingly. 


H.  RODENT  CONTROL 


This  service  is  now  operated  independently  under  the  control  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  Infestation  has  been  rather  heavier  but  a  reasonably 
prompt  service  has  been  given  upon  receipt  of  complaints. 

The  number  of  Contracts  now  operating  for  business  and  agricultural 
premises  is  rather  less  than  previously  existed  due  to  several  farmers  having 
made  other  arrangements  before  the  takeover  from  the  Joint  Rodent  Committee  was 
completed,  but  many  of  these  are  now  coming  back.  It  is  hoped  within  the  next 
twelve  months  to  operate  a  fully  comprehensive  service  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  District  following  the  appointment  of  the  new  Rodent  Operator.
